Besides the three hundred 
students who are always present at 
the weekly lectures, the largest gath- 
ering of visitors, this season, was in 
attendance. 
Mr. Williams spoke 


largely- from personal observations 
during his'travels, and his remarks 
called forth frequent applause. 


THE NILE VALLEY. 


Mr. Williams prefaced his remarks 


by a brief description of the Valley of 
the Kile which ho said was less than 
eight miles wide on the average and 
500 miles long; a mere strip of ver- 
dure bounded by two repellnnt 
mountainous deserts. 
It is not 


much wider than the Santa Clara aud 
« r'X; canyon compared with the 


,\to and San Joaquin Yal-s 


leys, anu'yet it has been from the 
days of Joseph to the present tho 
"granary of the Orient." In addi- 
tion to supporting a population of 
nearly four millions of people, it ex- 
ports annually five million bushels 
of wheat while its total annual ex- 
portation of cereals aggregate over 
sixteen millions of dollars. How is 
this wonderful fertility obtained and 
perpetuated'? By the miracle of irii 
gation. The same miracle that some 
dav not far distant will convert our 
own broad valleys iuto a garden of 
the gods. Did the people of Hgypt 
raly solely upon the anniul but un- 
equal and capricious overflow of the 
Nile the country would'beyond ques- 
tion ielapse iuto the desert state. 
The whole valley is a complete net- 
work of irrigating canals; yot every 
drop of water has to be pumped out 
of the river. Tens of thousands ol 
water wheels are running night and 
day, while in many instances the 
water is raised by hand bucket full 
at a time.
